The Trust Company’s Explanation. 

President R. G. Roiston of the Farmers 
Loan and Trust company was asked why the 
company had issued $15,000,000 worth of 
bonds of the Oregon and Pacific railroad 
company to build 140 miles of road while the 
bonds were limited to $25,000 a mile or $3,500,- 
000 in all. He referred the reporter to his 
counsel, Mr. Herbert R. Turner, who said: 

The charter contains a provision that the 
bonds shall be issued not exceeding $12,000 
per mile; it does not say of com- 
pleted road. The mortgage states that 
the bonds are to be issued to 
the extent of 315,000, 000 —e qual to 
$25,000 a mile for the full extent of projected 
road, Now, the mortgage contains a provis- 
ion that the trustees shall certify bonds and 
delivet them to the railroad company on re- 
ceiving certain certificates.from the executive 
committee and that the bonds are needed for 
certain specified purposes. The Trust com- 
pany on receiving such certificates certified 
all the bonds from time to time and deliv- 
ered them to the railroad company. The ques- 
tion is probably made as to the right of the 
railroad company to sell bonds at the rate of 
more than $25,000 per mile of finished road. 
I presume the railroad officials claim that the 
limit in the bond of $25,000 a mile did not 
mean completed road, because if it did then 
the provisions of the mortgage as to issuing 
bonds on these certificates would be meaning- 
less, and that, reading the mortgage and the 
bond together, the only construction that 
would reconcile them both is that the bond 
means $25,000 a mile of projected railroad.“ 

A gentleman, who represents many of the 
dissatisfied bondholders, said: 

„Out of the whole issue of $15,000,000 bonds 
outstanding from 99, 000, 000 to $10,000,000 
worth have been sold, and between $7,000,000 
and $8,000,000 cash has been realized, What 
has become of this cash? Five millions of 
the bonds have been pledged to secure a debt 
of $3,000,000. Ten millions of dollars cash 
have been spent! What is the result? One 
hundred and forty miles of road and a few 
miles of grading. three small steamers—two of 
them river boats—and there is a prior lien on 
one of them. Receiver T. Egerton Hogg 
has issued $800,000 worth of receiver’s certifi- 
cates. These take precedence to the bonds. 
Two million dollars have been spent in pay- 
ing the interest on the bonds from time to 
time and $1,600,000 in brokers’ fees and com- 
missions. Where is the $600,000 that was 
tendered to the present holders of the land

company got it? We want to know where it 
is? Experts who have been over the line have 
reported to us that the cost of building the 140 
miles of road could not have been more than 
$4,000,000. Where, then, is the $11,000,000 
left over?“ 


FOR AN INDUSTRIAL ARTS BUILDING. 


Chicago and Boston Capitalists Project a 
Gigantic Structure for the Fair. N 

New England Shoe and Leather Exchange 
proposes to erect a building at the coming 
World’s Fair at Chicago which shall 
eclipse anything of the kind ever 
attempted. They will call it an In- 
dustrial Arts Building. The main structure 
will form a hollow square nearly one mile; in 
circumference, with a courtyard in the cen- 
ter. In this courtyard will stand the great 
central dome. On each side of the 
main building will de another 
about 400 feet long by 300 wide. One of 
these is to be devoted to the 
Theodore Thomas Orchestra and musical af- 
fairs. The other will be used exclusively by 
the shoe and leather trade. The building will 
be surrounded with galleries and have a root 
with a clear span 110 feet high. The general’ 
committee appointed to push the enterprise 
consists of H. J. MacFarland and J. W. Qak- 
ley of Chicago and F. W. Clark of Boston.

DAMAGING THE WASHINGTON WHEAT, 


Gophers and Squirrels Destroying Great 
Quantities of Grain. 
Sr. Pau, Minn., July 8,—[Special. ]— Dis- 
patches from the Palouse and Big Bead dis- 
tricts of the State of Washington report that 
gophers and squirrels are rapidly devastating 
the wheat crop, which gave promise of yield- 
ing 12,000,000 bushels this year. The rodents 
first appeared last Friday, and are increasing 
with astonishing rapidity. In some instances 
10 to 20 per cent of the crop is destroyed, and 
unless the ravages cease at once at least 1,000,- 
000 bushels will be ruined. The report has 
created consternation in grain and shipping 
circles. Farmers are using arsenic to kill the 
pests, but so far with poor success. The wheat 
counties have offered rewards for their de- 
struction. Gophers kill the wheat by biting 
off the stem at the first joint. They have ap- 
peared before, but never in such numbers. 


Reciprocity with Guatemala, 

Crry or MEx1co, Mex., July 8.—Advices received 
here from Guatemala are to the effect that ample 
instructions have been sent to Sefior Batres, the 
Guatemalan Minister at Washington, to arrange 
for a treaty of reciprocity with the United States.

NEW HANDS TAKE HOLD. 


FIRST MEETING OF THE PRESENT 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


Officers Who Will Serve for the Ensuing 
Year—Louis Nettelhorst, President; John 
H. McLaren, Vice-President — George 
Howland Chosen Secretary—The Com mit- 
tee on the McAndrew Case Submits Its 
Report—Action Deferred Until July 22. 


Chicago’s School Board now consists of 
twenty one members. The ten members re- 
cently appointed by the Mayor took their seats 
last evening, though there was some doubt as 
to the qualifications of five of them, because 
they had not taken the usual oath after their 
appointment last Monday. | 

As soon as the old board was called to order 
Mr. Fernald, the retiring member from the 
Hyde Park region, briefly and feelingly re- 
turned thanks for the courtesies extended to 
him by the board as a whole and by his asso- 
ciates. He then introduced Mr. Warner, who 
spoke a few words of acknowledgment. 

Mr. Lindell introduced S. T. Gunderson as 
his successor, and Capt. Bremner performed 
a like office for Mr. Chalmers. Miss Burt in- 
troduced Mrs. Flower as the successor of Mrs. 
Mitchell, and Mrs. Flower said her ambition 
would be to perform her duties as faithfully 
as her predecessor. Mr. Nettelhorst then in- 
vited the other new members, Messrs. Bade- 
noch, Revell, Duggan, Cusack, Boldenweck, 
and Rosenthal, to take their seats, which was 
done forthwith. | 

Mr. Hereley offered a motion to proceed to 


the election of new officers—that is, President, 


Vice-President, and Secretary. Mr. Cameron 
said the question of the eligibility of six mem- 
bers had been raised by Mr. Boldenweck, 
who declared they had not qualified after 
their secand appointment. Mr. Nettelhorst, 
who had called Mr. Morrill to the chair, 
inoved that the new members be declared 
duly qualitied members. This was agreed to 
14 to 7. Mr. Hereley then renewed his mo- 
tion to proceed with the election of President, 
Vice-President, and Secretary. It was 
agreed to. and Mr. Prentiss nominated Mr. 
Nettelhorst, eulogizing him for his zeal as a 
member and his usefulness as President dur- 
ing the last year. | 
Mr. Gunderson of the new members sec- 
onded the nomination and it was made unani- 
mous. ‘Mr, Nettelhorst returned thanks and 
promised that he would endeavor to deserve 
‘the high compliment paid to him, Mr. 
Hereley then almost exhausted his vocabulary 
ot eulogy in nominating John H. McLaren 
for Vice-President. Mr. Revell seconded the 
nomination in g graceful speech, and Mr. Me- 
Laren got every vote cast for Vice-President. 
His old associates applauded and Mr. Mc- 
Laren blushed his acknowledgments. Mr. 
Howland was complimented by a unanimous 
@ection as Secretary. 


Report on the McAndrew Case. 


The various committees then presented nu- 
merous reports in which little interest was 
manifested until the High School committee 
was reached, when Mr. Cameron presented 
the following, without preface or remark:

Your joint committee further reports that, in 
its opinion, the action of the board at the meet- 
ing of June 24, relative to the election of Princi- 
pal of the Hyde Park High School, was for the 
best interests of the said high school ana of all 
the schools under the charge of this board, and 
that said action should not be reconsidered. 

In view of the foregoing your committee recom- 
mends that said petition be denied and that the 
action of the board, at its meeting of June 21. 
whereby. Mr. Charles W. French was elected Prin- 
cipal of the Hyde Park High School, be sustained.

Action Finally Deferred. 


The Clerk was about to call the roll on the 
motion to adopt when Mrs. Flower addressed 
the chair, She said she hoped the report 
would not be adopted.

a principle. The offending pupil in this case 
had in writing agreed to take botany. He 
had failed to carry out his agreement. Mr.

TOOK A VOYAGE ON THE SALTON LAKE. 


Thrilling Experience of Two San Diego Men 
on Death Valley Waters. 

San Diego, Cal, July 8.—[Special.]—W. 
W. Webb and D. Gridley, two well-known 
San Diegoans, have just reached the city from 
a prospecting trip on the desert, and the story 
they tell throws light on the source 
of the water filling the big lake 
at Salton Basin. Two weeks or more 
ago they started out with an outfit consisting 
of two horses, a light wagon, two burros, and 
pack outfits, prepared to make a long stay in 
the desert country. When they reached home 
all the outfit they brought was the two horses, 
but they are thankful to have escaped with 
their lives. 


They made their camp one day in a dry 


slough of the new river about 120 miles 
northeast from this city, and while 
filtering some stagnant water the 
slough suddenly began to fill with 
fresh water from the river, and 
before they could get out of the neighborhood 
they were nearly They at last 
reached dry land wi outfit. but were 
compelicd to move again and again to 
escape the flood. They finally reached some 
sandhills twenty or thirty miles from Yuma. 
The hills were bemg eaten away by the 
approaching waters and they were also com- 
pelled to move from there. 

June 25 they reached another elevation ana 
were surprised to find a rude fort. This was 
twenty-five or thirty miles north and 
east of Indian Wells. The fort, which 
had long been abandoned, was 300 
feet square, its walls six feet high, 
and inside were the ruins of a house and the 
charred remains of some heavy wagons, The 
next day the fort was pretty weil surrounded 
by the great but shallow lake. Then the 
prospectors set about making a boat. 
They took cracker boxes and fast 
ened them together with mesquite 
sticks and stretched their tent over 
the improvised raft, tying it down at the cor- 
ners. Then they embarked, pushing the rude 
craft with long-handled shovels. The horses 
were led behind, but the wagon and the 
burros were abandoned. The voyage be- 
gan June 25, and last Friday the 
party landed at Coyote Holes on the eastern 
slope of the Cuyamaca range. The heat ex- 
perienced was something terrible and the ad- 
venturers look more like Indians from the 
effect of the scorching they received than 
white men. Both declare that the water 
comes from the Colorado River into 
the new river basin, whence it flows 
to the desert, forming the lake at Salton. 
They believe the channel of the, Colorado has 
permanently changed, which will have the 
effect of keeping the present lake full of 
water. 

Yuma, Ari., July 8.—Southern Pacific En- 
gineer Swaine arrived today and will outfit 
here for the trip to explore Salton Lake. 
Mr. Swaine believes that the report made 
by Joseph Carter to the effect that the 
water comes from the Colorado River 
through several channels is correct. The 
main crevasse furnishing a large amount of 
the water from the Colorado, from Carter’s 
account, will require piling to close, but En- 
gineer Swaine is of the opinion that the neces- 
sary work to be done in shutting out the water 
will not be difficult or expensive, and that the 
water cannot encroach on the railway lines.

Detroit, Mich., July &.—([Special.]—The 
Council chamber presented a scene of great 
confusion today and hundreds of people 
called to see last night’s battlefield, Massive 
chairs are broken and ruined, the leather cov- 
erings of the desks are scratched and torn. 
The benches will have to be repaired, and the 
carpet is so stained with ink that it may have 
to be replaced bya new one. [t will take 
fully $500 to repair the damage done last 
night by frenzied Councilmen and citizens 
during the row over the rescinding of the 
street car franchises.

PLAYED AS A BULL CARD. 


AN ALLEGED SCHEME TO WORK THE 
WHEAT MARKET. 


A So-Called “Secret Circular of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance Sprung on the Public—The 
Grangers Said to Have Gone into a Com- 
bination to Push Wheat Up to $1.25— 
The Story Considered Improbable and 
Set Afloat for Speculative Purposes. 

The publication in a morning paper of an 
alleged secret circular of the Farmers’ Al- 


liance Association calling upon the members 


of the order to stand by each other and hold 
their wheat of the crop of 1891 for a minimum 
price of $1.25 per bushel created some com- 
ment on Change yesterday, and was played 
by some of the scalpers as a bull” argu- 
ment. As a rule the merchants of the board 
took little stock in the document, and doubted 
if it would be possible to carry out the ideas 
advanced, A Kansas farmer, who chanced to 
be on floor, was asked how it would work in 
his State. 

“It wouldn’t go out there 
couldn't,“ he replied. “‘Why? Just because 
the farmers there can’t afford to hold 
their wheat. They couldn’t hold it four 
months if they knew that they were going to 
get $5 a bushel for it. They have borrowed 


because it 


every dollar they could possibly get hold of. 


are paying high rates of interest for it, and 
have payments falling due soon. They must 
realize on their wheat and pay their debts or 
they will lose all they possess. There are, of 
course, a good many of the wealthier farmers 
who could afford to hold their wheat for 
higher prices, but there are enough of them 
who can’t to keep the wheat moving to mar- 
ket, and they can’t get it there any too quick 
to suit the majority of them. It is a case 
of must.“ 
Verdict of the Board Men. 

It can’t be done, was the verdict of the 
majority of the members of the board who 
were questioned on the possibility of such a 
combine. 

The author of the circular ought to have 
made a little money out of it, said one mem- 
ber cf the board. “It was telegraphed all 
over the country and in some of the markets 
had atemporary effect. There was enough 
advance in New York, for instance, to have 
given him a profit of half a cent, and it would 
have paid a syndicate of bucket-shop men to 
have prepared such a circular and then given 
it to the world asa ‘secret’ address, Maybe 
that will explain its existence after all.“ 

The senior partner of the firm of Wright & 
Haughey said: The circular published this 
morning, and purporting to be an advance 
copy of one to ¢manate from the Farmers’ 
Alliance, is to my mind but one of the tricks 
of some traders who are long on wheat to run 
the price up. The circular bears the ear- 
marks of a trade writer who does work for a 
Board of Trade firm during a part of each 
week. The scheme of holding back wheat has 
been talked about by the farmers for the long- 
est kind of a time, but, while their societies 
are all well enough from a sentimental point 
of view, the members will not be bound 
by sentiment when their purses are 
concerned. There might be an agreement 
made, but one break would cause a weakness 
to be followed by the flood. I believe that 
circular was written not far from the Board of 
Trade, and that the Farmers’ Alliance never 
saw it. 

Only a Trade Trick. 

W. J. Pope of the firm of Pope & Lewis had 
no doubt that the pretended Alliance circular 
was a trade trick. In his market letter he put 
it rather stronger than that. Mr. Pope was 
certain that if sucha circular had been con- 
templated by the Alliance knowledge of it 
would have reached Chicago through country 
correspondents, who were more or less familiar 
with the vagaries of the Alliance members. 
„T. J. Templer, President of the Kansas 
Grain and Live Stock company, was here to- 
day, said Mr. Pope, and he declares the 
circular to be the offspring of a trader's brain. 
Mr. Templer is in touch with the Alliance 
people in Kansas and elsewhere, and would 
know instantly if there were such a move as 
the issuance of tbe circular contemplated.” 


PEFFER IGNORANT OF SUCH SCHEME, 


What the Leaders Have to Say Concerning 
the Matter. 

Torexa, Kas., July 8.—[Special. |—The Al- 
liance men here profess to know nothing 
about the scheme to corner the wheat market. 
Many temporary schemes have been discussed 
by which the farmers would get the benefit of 
the advance in wheat until the Subtreasury 
plan could be tested. At the office of the 
Alliance Advocate it was stated that no such 
circular had been received there and Senator 
Peffer declared that he knew of no such Alli- 
ance plan. ; 

Des Moixxs, Ia., July 8.—[Special. ]— None 
of the more prominent members of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance are in the city tonight. Those 
who are here, including George Van Houton, 
the Republican nominee for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, profess entire ignorance of the Alliance 
scheme to corner the wheat market. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 8.—Referring to the 
circular purporting to come from Alli- 
ance sources, as to the storing of wheat 
and other farm products to “shorten 
the market,” President J. B. Dines 
of the National Business Agents’ Asso- 
ciation of the Alliance said today that the na- 
tional officers had given some attention to the 
matter. Mr. Dines said he did not believe 
that the movement would be general. 

Lovisvitite, Ky., July 8.— [Special.] — 
The big scheme alleged to have been 
planned by the Farmers’ Alhance to 
form a combination among the wheat- 
growers has no foundation in Kentucky 
that can be discovered, although the Alliance 
leaders are making a hot political campaign 
in the State and many of the leaders are tak- 
ing part in it.

OVERTHROW OF A NOBLE WOMAN’S MIND. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson, the Noted Phi- 

lanthropist, Declared Insane. 
: Kansas Crry, Mo., July 8.—[Special.]—A 
jury in the Probate Court today declared Mrs. 
Elizabeth Thompson of Stamford, Conn., to 
be insane and unable to manage her own 
affairs. Mrs. Thompson is a woman past her 
three-score years and ten. Long ago both she 
and her husband won almost a national fame 
by their personal efforts to secure the freedom 
of the slaves, They had abundant property, 
and it is said that they spent $1,000,000 in 
this cause. Mr. Thompson died in 
1869, but his work was continued dy 
the brave widow, who, having seen the negro’s 
chains broken, set about working a broad 
course of philanthropy. Mrs. Thompson was 
by nature strong willed and always looking 
for some vast evil to combat. She espoused 
the cause of temperance and spent much time 
and money fighting the liquor-sellers. Among 
the many acts which brought her before the 
public was her gift to the House of Represent- 
atives of Carpenter’s $25,000 painting. Lin- 
coln Signing the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion.“ Mrs. Thompson was in Kansas City 
last winter, and then, thougn paralyzed 
and weighted with age, seemed of good mind 
to those who saw her. She has about $40,000 
invested here with Contractor David McCor- 
mick as her agent. The Action of the jury 
this morning takes this property out of the 
hands of McCormick and puts it in the hands 
of acurator to be named by Judge Guin- 
otte. 

Among the pictures in her husband's gal- 
lery was one in which the artist had portrayed 
„man's inhumanity to man in one of 
its most common phases, the forci- 
ble ejectment’ of a tenant by 
his landlord. The constable and helpers are 
throwing out from doors and windows, in one 
promiscuous heap, the meager household ef- 
fects. Surrounded by boxes ana bundles on 
the pavement, stands the sick mother, with 
her babe pressed to her bosom, her hair di- 
sheveled, and her gown arag, to which another 
baby clings. Beside her, with pale and hag- 
gard face, stands the husband and father, with 
two little children clinging to his legs. Near 
by is the grandfather with silvered hair. As 
the young bride gazed upon this picture her 
soul was stirred to its depths. She had 
the picture taken to her own apartments 
where she was wont to gaze upon it by the 
hour. One day when wrought up to a terri- 
ble realization of some of the bitter realities 
of the great outer world, of which she had 
known so little, she exclaimed: “Though 
the wealth of the Rothschilds should be mine 
never would I allow myself more than the 
bare necessities of life so long as ‘misery such 
as this stalks abroad.“ 

Mrs. Thompson’s maiden name was Eliza- 
beth Rowell and she was born in Lynden, Vt., 
Feb. 21, 1821. In 1843 she went to Boston, 
where she met in a romantic way Thomas 
Thompson, the millionaire, whom she mar- 


ried soon after their meeting. The inherent: 


royalty of the woman’s character was mani- 
fest at once in the modest grace with which 
she assumed the care of her home and the de- 
votion she suowed for her husband. She had 
a natural liking for the arts and took a great 
interest in her husband’s collection, In 
recognition of her $25,000 picture Congress 
allotted her a life seat in Congress, the only 
distinction of the kind ever paid a woman. 
Her estate is estimated at $3,000,000, Mrs. 
Thompson is as straight as an arrow, with 
smiling face and silvery hair. Her conversa- 
tion is rambling at times.

IN NEED OF NEW QUARTERS, 


The Waifs’ Mission in Need of a Larger 
Home— Looking for Funds. 

The monthly meeting of the trustees of the 
Waifs’ Mission was held yesterday at the Sher- 
man House. It was found impossible to pre- 
sent a complete report regarding the results of 
the Beauty and the Beast spectacle at the 
Auditorium, but it was hoped that the receipts 
would prove sufficient to form the nucleus for 
the erection of a new home. 

The need of a new and permanent home was 
extensively discussed, it being announced that 
the present quarters would have to be vacated 
next spring. In his monthly report S sperin- 
tendent Daniels urged that the present, while 
the mission was so prominently before the 
public in connection with its various children’s 
demonstrations, was the proper time to agi- 
tate the securing of permanent headquarters 
for the Mission and Training School. The re- 
port expressed gratitude for the generous do- 
nations from citizens to the Jackson Park pic- 
nic on poor children’s day and gave interest- 
ing statistics regarding the work in aiding 
waifs brought into the police courts and the 
securing of employment for the deserving 
ones.

DEFERRED ACTION UNTIL AUGUST, 


Judge Collins Will Do Nothing in the Gib- 
son Case Until That Time. 

Judge Collins has decided not to render a 
final decision on the motion to quash the in- 
dictments against ex-Secretary Gibson of the 
whisky trust until the August term. This 
announcement was made by Judge Collins in 
Branch No. 1 of the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning. Lawyers Runnells and Burry were 
in court for the defendant and State’s Attor- 
ney Longenecker watched the case for the 
prosecution. Of the indictments found against 
the defendant charging him with conspiracy, 
with procuring gunpowder for unlawful pur- 
poses, and with attempt to commit arson and 
the destruction of the Shufeldt distillery, only 
the latter remains.

LAND FOR THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 


Preparations Being Made for Condemning 
a Strip Ninety Miles Long. 

United States District-Attorney Milchrist 
and Capt. Marshall, the Government Engi- 
neer, are engaged in preparations for the con- 
demnation of a strip of land ninety miles 
long by eighty feet wide, running from Hen- 
nepin on the IIlinois River to the mouth of 


-Rock River on the Mississippi. This strip will 


be dredged out seventeen feet deep and when 
completed will be the Hennepin Canal, for 
which Congress appropriated $500,000, and to 
— which several millions more will be 
needed. 


New Electric Railway System. 

W. H. Applegate of Atlantic, Ia., is the patentee 
of an electric railway system which is a novelty 
in electrical invéhtions. The Applegate plan 
bears a close resemblance to the cable systems. 
The current will travel along a cable protected by 
an underground conduit. The cars will be pro- 
vided with trolleys worked by a lever and grip- 
ping the cable. The Applegate Electric Conduit 
company has been incorporated, with a capital 
stock of $2,500,000, W. H. Applegate, William H. 

Wright are the in- 
corporators, A short line will be built on the 
South Side. 


Work of the Humane Society. 

The Illinois Humane Society, Auditorium 
Building, Room 43, reports that during June it in- 
vestigated 243 complaints; rescued and remedied 
the condition of 91 children; surrendered 13 chil- 
dren to institutions by court on petitions; placed 
26 children in institutions temporarily: prose- 
cuted 5 persons for cruelty to children; prose- 
cuted 18 persons for cruelty to animals; laid up 
35 horses as unfit for service: removed 14 disabled 
animals by ambulance; killed 17 disabled and 
abandoned animals; reprimanded 80 persons and 
teamsters ; imposed $335 in fines, and received $415 
from its contributors.

POORHOUSE CORRUPTION. 
The taxpayers of Cook County are doing 


their pecuniary duty by the pauper occupants 


of the Poorhouse. They do not pay for 
luxuries, except for those who are sick, and 
ought not to be expected to provide accommo- 
dations which would compare favorably with 
those of wealthy families. They pay enough 
to give the paupers clean housing and a suf- 
ficiency of wholesome food. That, and de- 
cent care when sick, is all the paupers have a 
right to expect or the philanthropists to claim 
for them. If they do not get so much it is 
because the taxpayers are swindled, their con- 
tributions for the relief of the poor being par- 
tially absorbed by human buzzards who treat 
the unfortunates as their legitimate prey. 
Apparently those buzzards are at their 
work. The disclosures of Tuesday, made, as 
one may say, by accident, are of a character 
that might make an angel weep at man’s in- 
humanity to the poorest of his kind. If the 
published reports be true the Poorhouse 
is a nest of official corruption in which the 
pauper inmates are systematically robbed of 
the sustenance paid for by the county. 
Money and good food are regularly paid out 
to persons who have no right thereto, and the 
account is balanced by feeding the helpless 
ones with decaying meat, while neglecting or 
maltreating those of them who are sick. A 
sample of the beef was placed before the com- 
mittee, and its odor is described as 
“nauseating,” even the cook admit- 
ting that it was “rotten stuff.“ but 
with the claim that it had been fished out of 
the garbage barrel, which does not seem to 
have been substantiated by examination of 
the kitchen and its contents. A witness stated 
that the meat is so bad day after day that 
the hungry inmates are unable to eat it and it 
is left untouched and finally thrown away. 
This shameful state of things is easily ac- 
counted for by the statement that people out- 
side are receiving (good) food which the 
county has paid for; that employés are accus- 
tomed to trade supplies for drinks at neigh- 
boring dramshops; that persons paid for 
work do not get all the money drawn for or 
by them, and that one recipient of $25 a 
month has his work done for him by his 
brother, who happens to be a supervisor.“ 
The systematic serving of spoiled meat is 
evidence of the worst kind of rascality and 
corruption. It would not be accepted by the 
officials unless they got a divvy out of 
contractors who knowingly buy unwholesome 
trash at a trifle for the sake of a bigger profit 
than could be realized by dealing in sound 
meat and sharing with nobody. And for the 
sake of those dollars contractor and official 
can deliberately stoop to making the ‘poor 
wretches go hungry day after day rather than 
swallow into their pinched stomachs food 
which their not oversensitive palates protest 
agaiust as not fit even for swine or dogs to eat. 
Surely such conduct is despicable as com- 
pared with the work of the burglar or footpad. 


part of their surplus people who are supposed 
well-to-do, while the pinchers of the pauper 
poor take from them that which should sus- 
tain life, and even run the risk of poisoning 
by wholesale the wretches committed to their 
care, . 

Such a revelation of rottenness at the Poor- 
house has not been made since the days of the 
Periolat scandal, and ought not to be allowed 
to occur again. The county authorities owe 
it to themselves, the paupers, and an out- 
raged community of taxpayers to stop right 
off any and all outrages found to be com- 
mitted on the paupers, and not rest content 
with a discharge of the offenders, but vigor- 
ously press for their full punishment. The 
case should be dealt with so as not only to in- 
sure honesty at the Poorhouse for the future 
but also to fittingly reward every one who has 
been a willing party to a vile outrage on hu- 
manity. 


THE DETROIT METHOD OF DEALING WITH 
BOODLERS. 

Detroit is usually one of the most quiet and 
conservative cities in the country, but the 
events which transpired in its Council cham- 
ber Tuesday evening, when the citizens en- 
tered, Oliver Cromwell fashion, and dissolved 
the meeting of boodle Aldermen, show that 
when occasion serves they can administer the 
heroic remedy. The event which culminated 
then and there was not a sudden affaiy, but 
the outcome of a gradual, steady movement 
which has been gathering head for some time. 

The City of Detroit for a long time has been 
desirous of asystem of more rapid transit. 
The street-car company long ago promised 
such service if certain concessions were made 
to it, but it failed to carry out its promises. 
In the face of this the present Council voted 
to grant the company additional leases of 
thirty years on payment of two per cent of 
the gross earnings. Worse than this, there 
have been ugly rumors that the company 
bought sufficient Aldermen to secure the ex- 
tension of its franchise and the price paid the 
boodlers was named by some of the papers. 
The Aldermen denied the purchase, but, as the 
Detroit Tribune says: What sensible 
man pretends that stwenty-two members 
of the Common: Council would vote 
to give away valuable rights and privileges 
without discussion and without protection for 
the people unless a good share of them were 
bought?” In this emergency the Mayor came 
to the rescue of the people by vetoing the ac- 
tion of the boodlers, and the people made up 
their minds to sustain him. The papers of 
both parties have been filled with scathing 
articles, Indignation meetings have been 
held which were attended by Republicans and 
Democrats, by rich men and workingmen, 
and by big taxpayers and little taxpayers, ani- 
mated by the common purpose of resisting 
the boodle-bought extension of the franchise 
and undoing the work of the boodlers. The 
following extract from the Detroit Free Press 
reflects the temper of the people and evident- 
ly helped to urge them on to their subsequent 
successful work of cleaning out the boodlers: 


It is usually some specific matter that calls the 
attention of the public to the fact it is being 
robbed, betrayed, and insulted. So in the case of 
the City of Detroit, the outrageous breach of 
trast on the part of the members of the Board of 
Aldermen, in connection with the railway fran- 


1’ chises, is the acute manifestation of a chronic dis- 


ease. The people are now thoroughly aroused, 
and they should not stop at spiking the guns of 
the corruptionists who have been in the 
disgraceful street railway deal. There isan im- 
mensity of other housecleaning to be done, and it 
would be a good plan r Of 
course, the personnel of the board cannot be 
— until January next, but an active and 
aggressive supervision of its work from this time 
on would have enough influence on the weak- 
kneed element to leave the shrewd and calcu- 
lating leaders who constitute the boodle” 
crowd without an effective following.

crowded the Council chamber, took: posses: 
sion of the meeting, drove the boodlers out, 
and closed it without any motion to adjourn. 
It is safe to say that the power of the boodle 


gang was broken, and that if the street- car oom- 


pany has bought its men it will receive no 
consideration in return. Even the staid old 
Detroit Tribune is moved to say: 

As things now stand the citizens and the street 
railways are enemies. The property of the com- 
pany is not safe for one instant after any misun- 
derstanding breaks out. There is no law and no 
power in Michigan strong enough to prevent a 
riot if the railway company but gives the slight- 
est excuse. The most terrific force known is the 
whirlwind of a justly angry American populace. 

The action of the people will not stop here. 
Already a movement has been inauguratea to 
lay aside ward politics altogether, discharge 
the bosses, and form a combination which 
shall clean out the boodle board next fall, put 
an end to sandbagging, fat-frying, and black- 
mailing, and revolutionize and redeem the 
city hall from the unclean birds of prey. The 
incident is a most instructive one. Itisa 
warning. to boodlers and machines that a time 
may come when the people will not submit 
with patience to robbery and tax-stealing. and 
that they will find methods of having clean 
and honest government. Now that Detroit 
has set the example, it may prove a salutary 
warning. What has happened there may hap- 
pen elsewhere when the patience of the people 
has been too sorely tried. It is refreshing, this 
display of public interest in civic affairs which 
has been made by the citizens at large of De- 
troit. That beautiful city will not be mis- 
governed much longer. 


A PROPOSED FARMERS’ CORNER. 

Somebody within the ranks of the Farmers’ 
Alliance is alleged to have sprung a huge 
scheme to be submitted to the members of 
that and kindred organizations for practical 
approval. He proposes to corner the wheat 
markets of the world, at least so far as may 
be necessary to insure the payment of much 
higher prices than are now ruling, the mini- 
mum named being $1.35 per bushel in New 
York. The farmers are advised not to sell for 
less than sufficient to realize that figure at the 
seaboard, after allowing the cost of transporta- 
tion and three cents for intermediate handling, 
and are assured that if they will only hold 
their wheat off the market they will probably 
be able to obtain for it much more than the 
minimum figure above quoted. 

The appeal calls attention to the admitted 
unusual shortage of the wheat crop in the Oid 
World, says that except India this country 
has no real competitor in supplying the de- 
ficiency, and charges the speculators in this 
and other markets with deliberately overesti- 
mating the magnitude of our crop, their wish 
in doing so being to bear prices and induce 
the farmer to sell his grain as soon as pos- 
sible. Then the said speculators would pro- 
ceed to rush up prices after they had got the 
bulk of the wheat out of the hands of pro: 
ducers, and probably would put it to $2 a 
bushel in short order. This would mean an 
enormous loss to the farmer, and he is urged 
to avoid it by taking action himself, holding 
his grain for its full value instead of selling it 
cheaply to some one else who would make the 
home and foreign consumer pay high prices 
for it. The claim is made that the six (?) 
million members of the different farmers’ 
organizations have in their own hands the 
power to do this, and the appeal intimates 
that the people of the United States would 
not seriously object to paying the higher 
prices for their bread in view of the vast 
sums of money that such prices would bring 
into the country from across the Atlantic. 

It is to be presumed that no rational man 
will deny the right of the farmer to obtain 
the highest prices for the graia he has to sell, 
or that he has the same right to combine with 
his fellow-farmers to that end as the members 
of trades unionsin the cities have to strike 
for higher wages and fix ‘‘minimums.” But 
they should be reminded they would do this 
at their own risk, and could not blame others 
if the scheme should prove a partial or com- 
plete failure. It may be admitted that the 
people of Europe have raised less grain this 
year than usual, but it is a difficult matter to 
measure the extent of the comparative loss, 
to tell just what reserves of wheat could be 
turned out from reserves in the Old World, 
how much other foodstuffs could be substi- 
tuted for it, and the extent to which unusual- 
ly high prices would repress consumption of 
wheat by people whose wages average barely 
more than enough to enable them to pay 
moderate prices for all they consume. 

The speéulators in the cities, with all 
the aid obtainable for advance information 
and the advantages of city concentration, 
have not always made money by trying to 
corner the wheat market. The failures in 
that line have been equally as numerous as the 
successes and often disastrous to the corner 
runners, It is not probable that farmers scat- 
tered over a score of States would act with 
sufficient prudence and unanimity to gain 
their point. It is barely possible they would 
find the foreign market filling up from some 
mysterious outside sources while they held 
aloof, and then the grand rush to sell on the 
discovery they had been left would bring 
a price reaction and fall sufficient to counter- 
balance the profit derived on a fewearly sales. 
It might be well for the farmers of the West 
to think twice ere they decide to act on the 
advice given them by one who does not under- 
stand too well the situation and the risks of 
failure involved in the effort to carry out his 
ambitious program. 


THE UNRUSINESSLIKE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

It is stated that a new first-class trunk line 
is to be built between New York and this city 
and that everything is provided for except the 
Chicago terminal. The statement that the 
Canadian Pacific is behind this new line 
makes the story a reasonable one. That great 
Doininion road is anxious to share in Ameri- 
can business more largely than it does, and is 
exceedingly desirous to get better terminal 
facilities in this city, where it could tap the 
heart of American freight business. 

This fact was perfectly well known to the 
Illinois Central people. That is why it is 
hard to understand the course of the lat- 
ter road in reference to the Lake- 
Front. It could have secured some fifty 
acres of land now covered by water for 
freight depots and yards, and all they 
would have cost would have been the cession 
of some imaginary rights and the expense of 
filling a strip of water to make a park for the 
city. Having secured those fifty acres north 
of Adams street and a 100 feet wider right of 
way the Illinois Central would have been in a 
position where it could have furnished ter- 
minal facilities to the Canadian Pacific, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and one or two other 
roads. From each of them it could have col- 
lected a large rental for track and depot facil- 
ities. In a few years the rents would have 
paid off the entire outlay and left the road 
possessor of its additional grounds, on which 
it would have had ample room not only for 
freight depots but for a grand passenger depot. 
It would not have been able to gobble the 


city’s four blocks and build it out to Michigan | 


avonue, but the company would have had a 
western frontage on Central avenue, widened, 
extended south, which would have been much 
better for the road. 

Yet when the citizens pressed on the Cen- 
tral an arrangement which would have been 
so profitable for the latter the road refused to 


, accept it, like a spoiled child, and would not 


sake property the eee would 
have meant millions of future income be- 
cause it could not have just exactly ‘all that it 
wanted. One is moved to ask what sort of 
men the managers of that road are. It is 
safe to say that no other railroad management 
in this city would be guilty of the gross 
blunder committed by the Central people. 
The company had a chance to secure as ten- 
ants the Canadian Pacific, the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and perhaps other lines like the Lake 
Erie and Western, Lackawanna, and Lehigh 
Valley, which wish to get in here, and yet re- 
jected it contemptuously because it could not 
get Michigan avenue frontage at a sacrifice to 
the city of public ground worth four or five 
millions of dollars, and which the Central did 
not need and will never be able to grab, 


SUSAN B. ANTHONY ON VOTING. 

Susan B. Anthony, during her long and 
active career in the cause of female suffrage, 
has been the target for much banter and 
persiflage, but, whatever might be said as to 
Susan’s age, apparel, or demeanor, no one 
has yet had the audacity to question her 
smartness. There has been a healthy degree 
of respect manifested for Susan in this direc- 
tion, evidently inspired by fears for the results 
which might happen in case her ability was 
challenged. She has sustained her right to it 


out second best in a contest of intellect or 
wits. In a word, she has hard common sense 
which is proof against assault from any quar- 
ter. 

This desirable quality was again manifested 
the other day when Miss Anthony spoke at 
Rochester, N. Y., to the Loyal Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union on the subject, Why 
Temperance Women Should Wish to Vote.“ 


Upon that occasion she astonished her female 


advice which she gave them, and the advice is 
still more applicable to fanatical male pro- 
hibitionists, In the course of her address she 
expressed the hope that when the temperance 
women of that State got the right to vote 
they would exercise the right with some sense 
and not run off and form third parties, 
Women say they will vote as they pray,“ 
said Susan. “Well, if you pray with David 
B. Hill vote with him. Don’t go off and form 
a third party to help him.“ This was a home 
thrust. Prohibitionists have boasted that 
they vote as they pray. As they have 
voted with David B. Hill, the whisky 
Governor of New York, there can be no other 
inference than that they have been praying 
with him. It was this inconsistency that 
roused Susan’s indignation. To a woman of 
her hard sense itis more consistent for her 
prohibition friends, if they want to vote as 
they pray, and, if they are praying for Hill, to 
join Hill’s party and vote for him rather than 
to whip the devil round the stump any longer 
and cast their votes for the object of their 
prayers through the medium of a third party. 
Whatever else Susan B. Anthony may have 
said or done she cannot be accused of any 
lack of courage in openly advocating what 
she prays for. 


LIMITS OF THE STEAM-ENGINE. 

Engineering News notes that no such oppor- 
tunity exists for increasing the fuel economy 
of the steam-engine now as existed twenty 
years ago, and then hints that perhaps the 
most promising direction in which to look for 
a more efficient motor is in the combustion of 
the fuel directly in the engine cylinder.“ 
This is now done in the gas engine, and the 
theoretical limit of economy with that appli- 
ance is much higher than in the steam-engine. 
‘Of course the saving to be effected by the pro- 
posed change, if possible, would be the heat 
now lost between the generation of steam in 
the boiler and its direct impact against the pis- 
ton in the cylinder, and on the otherside of the 
problem comes the probability that the smooth 
working of the piston would be interfered with 
by the making of steam inside the cylinder. 
It would be too much to say that this sug- 
gested difficulty cannot be overcome, or that 
human inventiveness will not yet find out the 
way to obtain electric force directly from coal 
instead of getting it as now by a roundabout 
process in which a considerable percentage 
of the original force is lost. It is interesting 
to know that the best engines of the day are 
giving records that are not very far below the 
limit beyond which no improvement in the 
economical use of steam to drive a piston in- 
side a cylinder is possible. But between them 
and the average engines at present in use there 
is a wide room for improvement in efficiency, 
both in the generation of steam from a stated 
quantity of fuel and in the use of that steam 
after it has been obtained from water. 


LUMBER STATISTICS, 

One of the most interesting of the special 
bulletins issued by the Census Office is the one 
giving the principal facts in regard to the pro- 
duction and manufacture of lumber. The re- 
port does not include pulp-mills, but compre- 
hends most other kinds of. establishments 
in which lumber is used up primarily. It takes 
in 171 manutacturing shingles exclusively, 86 
devoted to staves and barrel-headings, and 168 
manufacturing miscellaneous products, among 
which are handles, chair stock, woodenware, 
hoops, material for wagons and agricultural 
implements, veneers, boxes, baskets, eto. The 
plan:ng-milis noted are only those operated 
by lumber manufacturers directly in connec- 
tion with lumber mills. Under these limita- 
tions the following are the totals of value:

The production of this value required the 
use of $270,152,012 invested capital; the em- 
ployment in the forest of 95,258 men, 109 
women and children, and 32,491 animals; the 
labor in the mills of 87,939 men and 1,299 
women and children; thefoperation of ma- 
chinery and mechanical appliances valued at 
$23,559,334; the expenditure of steam and 
water power sufficient to lift 3,500,000 tons one 
foot per minute; the removal of 1,262,151,180 
cubic feet of merchantable timber from nat- 
ural growth; the investment of $7,890,254 in 
vessels, railways, and waterways specially used 
and owned by this industry for the transporta- 
tion of its material and product; andthe ex- 
penditure of $99,688,256 for wages, subsistence, 
supplies, and miscellaneous expenses. 

The report notes a striking tendency to 
economy by concentration, carrying the manu- 
facture of the crude material to the highest 
possible point at the place of original produc- 
tion, Only 16.56 per cent of the sawed lum- 
ber produced was remanufactured. The follow- 
ing are the percentages of increase in produc- 
tion during the decade in each of the three 
principal States in which this industry is car- 
ried on: Michigan, 29.92; Wisconsin, 175.99; 
and Minnesota, 159.61, In some localities in 
Michigan the supply of all kinds of timber is 
practically exhausted, from which results a 
decrease in production, while in others from 
which the pine has been denuded other varie- 
ties of timber are now utilized into a great 
variety of products, The City of Menominee 
at the mouth of the river of the same name, 
in Michigan, shows the greatest increase of 
production during the last decade. The ag- 
gregate for that point and Marinette, Wis., 
was $2,536,168 in 1880, and $6,629,580 in 1890. 
The aggregate consumption at the two places 
last year was about 450,000,000 feet, scaled

Corporation Counsen Mriuzr has the right 
idea about the responsibility of railroad com- 
panies for land and consequential damages 
caused by the construction of viaducts at rail- 
road crossings. In an interview published in 
Tue Trrpune yesterday he said: 

Outside of any provisions of the ordinances I 
have no doubt under the common law the roads 
can be compelied to pay these damages. There is 
a common-law liability to make street travel 
across their lines reasonably safe, and if to do 
this it is necessary to build viaducts all damages 
caused would fall upon them. It would follow 
that wherever the city bas paid such damages the 
roads coul i be compelled to reimburse the city. 


No good lawyer can doubt the soundness of 
this doctrine, as the decisions of various State 
Supreme Courts published in Sunday’s 
Trreung show. But it will be necessary for 
Mr. Miller to get a specific decision on some 
of the Chicago cases before the railroad com- 
panies can be made to pay. Last year there 
were 400 persons killed at railroad crossings 
within the city limits. Most of these deaths 
were caused by the refusal of the railroad com- 
panies to construct viaducts, or otherwise pro- 
vide for a safe crossing on the thoroughfare 
which their operations obstructed, It is high 
time that those crossing murders should cease. 
The railroad companies must be made to live 
within the law and their rights. Mr. Miller 
should push the pending suits with all energy. 
By doing so he will make himself the most 
popular Corporation Counsel in the history of 
Chicago. 


Tunnx has been a general impression that 
the National Treasury Department is, or at 
least should be, managed upon the principles 
which obtain in large business corporations, 
in which superfluous help would be dispensed 
with. Secretary Foster, however, has discov- 
ered that his department is hampered with 
red tape, and looking around for the cause 
finds that about two-fifths of the.employés 
under him are not only not needed, but are in 
the way and hinder the prompt transaction of 
business.

Should Railroads Furnish Safe 
for the Public? 

CHIcaGo, July 6.—{ Editor of The Tribune. In 
yesterday's issue I find Tun Tripunn’s latest edi- 
torial insisting that municipalities have the nec- 
essary power and should reguire railroad com- 
panies to pay the entire cost of erection and re- 
pair of viaducts over railroad tracks at street in- 
tersections. 

Although THE TRIBUNE as an exponent of indi- 
vidual andc rate rights and duties stands in 
the foregroun 9 yet it will not claim to be 
from the possibility of error, and in this instance 
I wish to quinden whether or not it is in the right. 

Railroad companies are quasi-public corpora- 
tions. Their interests and the interests of the 
general public are toa great extent mutual and 
reciprocal and not necessarily conflicting. 

The building of a viaduct over railroad tracks 
at a street intersection where trains upon the one 
and vehicles upon the other are numerous lessens 
danger and saves time, and is therefore of mutual 
benefit to the 1 ngs and to the railroad 
company in the exercise of their respective cor- 
porate rights and duties. 

Such being the case, upon what principle of 
right and justice can the entire cost of erection 
and repair be charged to the railroad company 
any more than to the municipality in the absence 
of special agreement between the parties? 

A correct answer by Tun TRIBUNE to this ques- 
tion would doubtless be of at benefit to the 
public. EORGE WILLARD. 

REPLY. 

Mr, Willard’s inquiry does not relate to the law 
in the case. He does not seem to question that, 
or to dispute the judicial decisions mentioned in 
Many others equally strong can 
be cited. It is just as well for the railroads to 
admit that the law is against them, because there 
is little room left now for any dispute on that 
point. 

So Mr. Willard's inquiry is, Upon what prin- 
ciples of right and justice can the entire cost of 
the erection and repair of viaducts be charged to 
the railroad company any more than to the mu- 
nicipality. “Law” ought to coincide with 
“right and justice,” but sometimes lags behind 
it. It does not appear to do so in this case, how- 
ever. 

Since Mr. Willard appeals to “right and jus- 
tice the question of railroad crossings is not 
limited to Illinois and its laws, but takes in the 
civilized world. For it may be assumed that in 
many things the rulers of England, France, Ger- 
many, and other European States strive after 
„right and justice as much as Americans do, 
and the Americans may occasionally learn some- 
thing from them abroad, Railroads are not al- 
lowed in Europe to enter the heart of cities on 
street grade. If they do not go under the travel 
road they must go over it. Even where railroads 
are State roads municipalities are not forced to 
build viaducts over them in whole or part. All 
expenses connected with making crossings for the 
people absolutely safe fall on the railroads. Why 
should the rights of the citizens of an Illinois 
municipality be less sacred than those of an En- 
glish one? 

Railroads which come into Chicago now are 
obliged to construct viaducts when called on by 
the city todo so. No one questions the “right 
and justice of that demand. But if the new roads 
ought to make safe crossings for the people why 
not the old roads? The common law requires it. 
Having no such express requirement in their 
franchises makes no difference. If it is right and

the others. When Mr. Willard’s road first entered 
Chicago it was not required by ordinance to build 
viaducts. It had not the money then to do it 
with, and the few people here then did not feel the 
It ran but few trains 
then and there were but few people to cross the 
tracks of any of the early roads. But that state 
of things has all been changed. Locomotives and 
trains now fly by every few minutes. The 50,000 
inhabitants of 1855 have swollen to twenty-tive 
times that number. A million and a quarter of 
people now need safe crossings for their lives and 
vehicles. 

The neceésity for viaducts has become apparent, 
and the road, which did not have the money thirty 
years ago, has plenty of it now. It has made 
its wealth out of Chicago business. The city has 
conferred a great favor on the road by waiting so 
long before asserting its common law rights. 

Some of the older roads have fallen into the 
habit of thinking that they made the city rather 
than that it made them.

cross in this city last year of little conse- 
quence because they did not have to pay for 
them. But the existing idea of “ right and jus- 
tice is that such lives should be saved by com- 
pelling the roads to furnish safe crossings; that 
if death were due in many cases to the careless- 
ness of the sufferer, yet that it is the duty of the 
community to have such crossings that men will 
not bo guilty of such carelessness. The acci- 
dent at West Madison street last week was not 
due to any carelessness on the part of the passen- 
gers or the street-car conductor. The railroad 
claims that its employés were not at fault. The 
deaths and injuries were due to the system of 
grade crossings, and against the inevitable conse- 
quences of that system the people have a right to be 
protected. They are entitled to demand that the 
crossing at Madison ahd Kockwell shail be as 
safe as that at Clark and Madison, and also that 
that agency which makes the first-named crossing 
unsafe shall make it safe. 


For Governor of New York, 

The Republicans of New York are discussing 
the subject of a candidate for Governor to run 
next fall. The New York Press remarks that if 
the Republican candicate for Governor be either 
Cornelius N. Bliss, Frederick A. Schroeder or 
Cornelius Van Cott, there is hardly a Republican 
between Tottenville and Rouse’s Point, or be- 
tween Montauk Point and Niagara Falls, who 
would have to ask, Whois he?” It is certainly 
true that Frederick A. Schroeder's name is not 
unknown, A man who has been elected Mayor of 
the Democratic City of Brooklyn by the Repub- 
lican party is sure to become known beyond the 
limits of his city. Schroeder would poll a great 
German vote, but might lose in the prohibi tion 
and high tariff districts. 

Mr. Schroeder's position regarding the tariff is 
set forth by the Brooklyn Freie Presse, a Repub- 
lican newspaper which favors his nomination for 
Governor by the party.

BURIAL OF GLADSTIONE’S SUN, 


The Last Rites Performed at the Church at 
Hawarden. 

[SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Lonpon, July 8.—The funeral of the late 
Mr. W. H. Gladstone at Hawarden today was 
attended by the greatest simplicity. Mourn- 
ing villagers of all ages lined the route of the 
procession, many of them being in tears. The 
deceased had been the kindest of landlords 
and the warmest of friends. The coffin was 
placed on a wheeled hand bier and drawn 
from the castle through the park and the 
village street to the church, where tho cere- 
mony took place. Mr. Gladstone, looking 
ale and — stern, followed immediate- 
ty behind the coffin with Mrs. Gladstone on 
his arm. The widow of the deceased walked 
next. Local volunteers in uniform were 
stretched along the road. The band played 
the dead march in Saul as the sad little 
passed — The church- 
a beautiful spot, full of 
flowers and shrubs, well laid out and 
cared for. It lies on high ground, overlouk- 
ing a magnificent countryside. Stormy clouds 
obscured the sun most of the time during 
the funeral services, but no rain fell, and at 
times the sunshine burst through and light- 
ened up the scene, The surpliced choir from 


the gates and preceded it to the church door 
singing the first portion of the burial service. 
Mr. Gladstone walked bareheaded during this 
part uf the service. The Bishop of St. Asaph 
conducted the services in the church, Mr. 
Gladstone giving the responses and joining 
in the prayers with full and unshaken voice. 
He was bearing up bravely, though his wife 
sobbed continuaily for her lost son. But 
when the journey from the church to the 
grave was begun and the body came 
near its final resting-place the father’s 
lips were seen to quiver, his eyes 
grew moist, and he faltered and seemed 
about to break down. This weakness was 
only temporary, however, and he quickly 
nerved him for the last scene of all. As the 
coffin was being lowered Mrs. Gladstone burst 
forth in lamentation, and the widow of the 
deceased also gave way to her ef, but Mr. 
Gladstone remained firm. ost of the 
mourners joined in the hymn, Through the 
Night of Doubt and Sorrow,“ and Mr. Glad- 
stone bowed reverently as the Bishop pro- 
nounzed the final blessing. The sorrowing 
family were attended by a troop of sympa- 
thizing friends back to the saddened home. 
Inquirers at the castle this evening were in- 
formed that Mr. Gladstone was well, but 
quite tired, and had gone to bed early.

HIS SPECULATIONS. 


He Was Anxious to Establish a System of 
Catholic Banks—The Pope Did Not Care 
to Become a Broker—Actual Losses Said 
to Be Not Great—The Offender Can Only 
Be Reproached with Making Imprudent 
Investments—Archbishop of New York 
Had to Interfere. 


Rom, July 8.—Some additional and im- 
portant communications from an unusual and 
reliable source in regard to the crisis in St. 
Peter's pence have just come to hand. 

It has already been announced that the Pope 
has dismissed Mgr. Folchi and the old admin- 
istration, and that he has appointed in their 
place a commission consisting of Mgrs. Appo- 
loni, Diruggiers, and Aloise Maasella, to whom 
he has given full powers. No one, however, 
has yet been able to find out the exact mo- 
tive, the real secret of the affair, which has 
brought about this important change. It was 
known that Mgr. Folchi’s dismissal was de- 
cided upon on account of the losses sustained 
by St. Peter’s pence, and because of the im- 
prudent investments and loans which had 
been made under his administration, but that 
was all. 

It has now become known that Mgr. Folchi 
last winter, supported by Prince Buopcom- 
pagni and Baron Lazzaroni, resolved in order 
to save the Banco Di Roma, in which the Vat- 
ican held 10,000 out of 12,000 shares, besides 
other securities, to establish first in Paris and 
London and afterwards in Rome, Berlin, and 
New York a syndicate of Catholic banks with 
the object of absorbing the financial societies 
of Rome, which were known to be in a dis- 
astrous condition, and to restore them to vi- 
tality. while, at the same time, raising the 
value of the depreciated securities. Above all 
they wanted tosave the Banco Di Roma, in- 
tending (as they eventually did) to entirely re- 
construct it. 

The Banco di Roma was created with a 
nominal capital of 6,000,000 lire ($1,200,000), 
divided, as already stated, into 12,000 shares, 
but the real working capital consisted of 
8,000,000 lire (8600, 000) — Mgr. Folchi having 
taken on account of the Vatican 10,000 
shares, the @iministration of St. Peter's 
pence found itself involved nominally to the 
extent of 5,00,000 lire, although really only to 
the extent of 2,5000,000. Mgr. Folchi had, 
moreover, deposited in this bank the sum of 
8,000,000 lire. 


Ignored the Cardinals. 


At that time financial circles in Rome were 
interested in supporting the creation of these 
Cathohe banks and they were desirous of 
helping this financial movement in order to 
put the depreciated securities on a firmer foot- 
ing. Consequently Mgr. Folchi proposed to 
the Commission of Cardinals (then a purely 
consultative body) that the Vatican should 
enter into the combination to the extent of 
8,000,000 lire. He warmly supported the 
project, urging that the Roman securities of 
the Vatican and the millions of lire inves 
in the Banco di Roma could not be saved in 
any other way. 

ardinal di Ruggiero, however, strongly op- 
the proposition, and protested against 
it with such success that the commission final- 
ly rallied to his support. However, as the 
commission was merely consultative and had 
no authority to veto the plan, Mgr. Folchi ig- 
nored them and carried out, in conjunction 
with Lazzaroni and Baron Buoncompagni, the 
financial project which had been submitted 
to and rejected by the commission. 

Mgr. Folchi commenced by sending a part 
of the money to Paris, where the first of the 
proposed banks, named Le Credit, was found- 
ed. But the Pope had not been informed of 
this arbitrary speculation, and as the commis- 
sion was only informed of it when it had 
taken place, 475 Folchi was called to order, 
was afterwards dismissed, and the commission, 
hitherto purely consultative, became a delib- 
erative body. 

Three years have elapsed since an effort was 
first made to found a Catholic bank in New 
York, and then the Archbishop of New York 
was compelled to intervene and disengage the 
respunsibilities of the Holy See. Last winter, 
however, another endeavor in this direction 
was made. The combination again did not 
succeed. But this last time, as Baron Lazza- 
roni, a rich banker, and Mgr. Folchi (with the 
supposed support of the Vatican) were the 
promoters of the old Mea, it sas believed that 
success was assured. Now, however, the fall 
of Mgr. Folchi has put everything in peril. 
The Pope, it should be added, has never en- 
tered into and never will enter into a combi- 
nation of this sort. The money Mgr. Folchi 
sent to Paris was withdrawn when his spacu- 
lation became known. 


Actual Losses Not Great. 


As Mgr. Folchi had placed the peter’s pence 
money, or a part of it, in Roman speculations 
which had at first brought in good returns 
and which only lately decreased in value the 
actual losses have not been great. In fact, at 
first a profit of about 1,500,000 lire was made. 

When Mgr. Folchi took over the adminis- 
tration of the Vatican finances he had under 
his control about 25,000,000 lire. He left after 
eight years’ administration about 31,000,000 
lire, of which, however, 6,000,000 are still in 
danger, as it consists of loans made to Roman 
Princes and of a large number of depreciated 
securities. 

At the same time Mgr. Folchi has paid over 
each year to the Pope the sum of $120,000 to 
cover the extraordinary expenses of the Vati- 
can. Consequently Mgr. Folchi’s adversaries 
can Only reproach him with making impru- 
dey investinents aud with the affair of the 
Catiiohe banks. A reaction consequently is 
already beginning to be noticed in his favor, 
and many Roman groups are beginning to 
think that Mgr. Folchi’s rivals acted too vio- 
lently. In any case the Pope has been kept 
in ignorance of these speculations, and it is 
known that he disapproves and has always 
disapproved of all kinds of Catholic banks.

AN IMPORTANT BILL, 


The Royal Baking Powder Condemned in 
the New York Legislature. 

New York Press: ‘Last Monday Mr. Kelly 
introduced the following bill in the Assembly. 
A careful reading of it will show that is a very 
important one: 

An act to prevent the use of poisonous 
and injurious ingredients in baking pow- 
ders. 

Wuereas, Baking powders manufactured in 
this State known as tho Royal,” alum and 
other baking powders are advertised for sale 
as absolutely pure; and, . 

WHEREAS, Oficial examination show them 
to contain ammonia and other injurious in- 
gredients; therefore the pedple of the State of 
New York, represented in the Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows: 

Sec. 1—Every can or package of baking 
powder containing ammonia offered for sale 
in the State shall have a conspicuous label 
thereon with the words Contains Ammonia” 
printed thereon in plain type not smaller 
than great primer, and on” person who shall 
sell, or have or offer for e, any such can or 
package of baking powder without such label 
thereon shall be guilty of misdemeanor. 

Sec. 2—This act shall take effect July 1, 1891.

They Make the Other Concessions but Ad- 
here to the Advance Previously De- 
manded—Possibility of an Agreement— 

| A Warning Letter from the Lake Line 

Agents to the Authorities— Work Going 
On Under Police Protection—Other Local 
News. 

The striking cigarmakers met last night at 
Klare’s Hall to consider the offer of the manu- 
facturers. They decided they would not re- 
sume work unless they received an advance of 
Na thousand on all cigars. They were will- 
ing to grant the four minor demands asked by 
the manufacturers. The manufacturers will 
meet tonight at Klare's Hall, and the outlook 
is that these negotiations will lead to an ami- 
cable adjustment of the two months’ strike, 
on which 400 men are yet out. 

Thomas Morford, agent of the Union 
Steamship line, sent a letter to Mayor Wash- 
burne, Chief McClaughry, and Sheriff Gil- 
bert yesterday, stating that a strike was now 
im progress on the docks which was assuming 
threatening proportions, and that he would 
hold the city and county responsible for all 
damage resulting therefrom. 

The striking longshoremen, against whom 
this protest is made, met yesterday at Sea- 
men's Hall. Eight hundred men attended. 
Reports were made that W. W. Daly, an em- 
ployment agent at Aurora, III., had been hir- 
ing men at $2each to come to Chicago for 
work; that he sent them to the Western docks 
and allowed them to pay theif fare to Chi- 
cago ; that one carload of such workmen reached 
the city last night and another would arrive 
this morning. The meeting decided that on 
the Lehigh Valley and Lackawanna lines the 
men should have shifting time and 25 cents an 
hour. They are receiving the 25 cents an 
hour, but not shifting time. 

Charles Oliver, a colored man, was charged 
before Justice Kersten with intimidating 
workmen on the Anchor Steamship line. Offi- 
cer Reynolds prosecuted him, and he was 
fined $25 and costs. 

Are you all there?“ Agent Morford said to 
a crowd of 125 men standing in the door of the 
Union Line Warehouse on Market street at 6 
o’clock last night. 

We are all here,” answered the foremost 
of the new men. I wish I had a gun.“ 

Then let the procession move, said Mr. 
Morford. 

Four policemen formed the front rank. 
The new men fell in behind, licemen walk- 
ing on the outside of the ran Four more 
policemen protected the rear of the column. 
Across the street on Market there was acrowd 
of several hundred men made up of strikers 
and their sympathizers, Along the sidewalk 
were solitary sentinels of the new longshore- 
men’s union, who scanned faces of the 
men who had displaced them very closely as 
the procession moved along. The line of 
march went east on Washington. street, the 
police escort continuing until the neweomers 
were placed on street-cars and started home. 
Similar processions left the Anchor line, 
Western Transit, and Ogdensburg docks at 
quitting time last evéning. Fewer men were 
assaulted ae ager than any day since the 
strike began. All of the lines reported 
having increased forces at work on 
their belated boats, and for the 
first time the new men were sent on 
the steamers to outlying railroad docks. Prob- 
ably two-thirds of the usual forces were at 
work during the day. The line agents are 
keeping a record of all the strikers who are 

ilty of assaulting the new men and say that 
these offenders will never again be given 
work on the docks. The strikers, as a gen- 
eral rule, were orderly yesterday, the wiser 
heads of their new. union counseling them 
that acts of violence only tended to weaken 
their cause with the public. The line agents 
were all personally assured that ample police 
protection would be given them until the end 
of the strike, 

President F. C. Dorn of the Architectural 
lronworkers, T. J. Howard of the Carpenters’ 
Council, and Walking Delegate Doyle of the 
Building Trades’ Council called yesterday on 
the Mayor and Commissioner Aldrich to re- 
quest that the contractors on the Madison 
street bridge should be asked not tg violate 
the eight-hour law. They were promised the 
law should be enforced. 

Among the 5 iron workers Lloyd & 
Pennington of No. West Randolph street 
signed the scale yesterday and put twenty- 
five union men at work. inslow Bros. are 
working a few non-union men. Among them 
are timekeepers and clerks. Their men sleep 
in the shop.

REVISION OF CLASSIFICATION. 


Action Taken on Numerous Complaints | 


from the Department Chiefs. 

There will be a general revision of the sys- 
tem of classification. -Every Department 
Chief appointed has protested against the 
system, When the Committee on Classifica- 
tion met yesterday it found that there were 
complaints against almost every portion of 
the classification. Prof. E. P. Blake of Wash- 
ington, who was engaged to do the manual 
labor of classification, it was found had taken 
the system adopted by the Paris Exposition of 
1851 and modeled this one after it. In domg 
this Prof. Blake followed the example set by 
other Expositions since that of 1861. It may 
be mentioned that Prof. Blake asked $2,500 
for his services. He secured but $800. 

The committee began yesterday on a com- 
munication from Halsey C. Ives, Chief of the 
Department of Fine Arts.

WHY THEY WORKED TEN HOURS. 


The Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
Explains the Situation. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Executive 
committee the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings explained why carpenters had been 
worked ten hours a day in constructing the 
temporary hospital and stables in Jackson 
Park instead of eight hours, as agreed upon 
by the local directory. 

The report stated that the Committee on 
Grounds and Buildings had investigated the 
charge made by the Carpenters’ Council 
that men were working ten hours a day 
and found that carpenters were working over- 
time on the two buildings mentioned. The 
buildings were small ones and twenty-five 
carpenters were employed in their construc- 
tion and paid at the rate of 35 cents per hour. 
W. H. Beach, who had charge of the construc- 
tion of the buildings. stated that he could not 
work to advantage more than that number of 
men because of the size of the buildings, and 
that he was urged to have them com- 

leted as quickly as possible, because no 

ospital accommodations were on the ground; 
and also because the horses belonging to the 
Exposition company were being cared for at a 
boarding stable in the vicinity, which was 
both inconvenient and expensive. The report 
closed with the statement of the Chairman of 
the Buildings and Grounds committee that 
full instructions be given in reference to the 
eight hour understanding with the labor rep- 
resentatives, and it was hoped that no further 
misunde i would arise. The report 
was received by the Executive committee and 
a copy ordered sent to the Carpenters’ Coun- 
cil as a reply to their communication.

MILWAUKEE GRAIN MEN INSOLVENT.

Mohr, Zinkelsen & Co. Forced Into the 
Hands of a Receiver. 

MriwaAvuxez, Wis., July 8.—[Special.]— 
General surprise was occasioned on Change 
today by the announcement of the failure of 
Mohr, Zinkeisen & Co., one of the leading 
firms on the board, Mr. Mohr, the senior 
member of the firm, being the President of 
the Chamber of Commerce. While the firm 
furnishes no estimate of its liabilities as yet, 
it is said they will exceed $100,000, while the 
assets are less than $50,000. The immediate 
cause of the failure was an attachment for 
$25,000 issued this morning by Judge John- 
son at the instance of Marshall & IIsley's bank 
against the private estate of Oscar 
Mohr, and on which Mr. Mohr's 
private property was seized, Immediately 
following the attachment Gustav C. Holstein, 
the silent partuer of the firm, filed a petition 
for the appointment of a receiver of the assets 
The complaint alleged that the 
property of the firm, consisting of grain and 
accounts, was worth between $40,000 and $50,- 
that the firm was msdlvent, and that 
Oscar Mohr individually was also largely in- 
debted and unable to meet his obligations. 
The petition concluded with a demand for the 
dissolution of the partnership and the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, The answer of the de- 
fendant, Mohr, admitted all these allegations 
and joined in the prayer for the appointment 
of a receiver. Judge Johnson appoin as re- 
— 1 F. H. Magdeburg and flxed his bond at 


„000. 
The real cause of the failure is ascribed to 
the firm’s being long on wheat, having car- 
ried all through the decline between 250,000 
and 300,000 bushels, Mr. Mohr said this 
afternoon that the firm had hoped to pull 
through, but the es finally became too 
strong to bear. e could not say how serious 
their embarassment will be, but in a few days 
they would be able to make a statement of 
their liabilities. The firm was one of the old- 
est and best known in the city. It was founded 
in 1867 by Hermann Zinkeisen, L. Bart- 
lett, and Mr. Mohr, and was known 
as Zinkeisen, Bartlett & Co. Mr. Zinkeisen 
was drowned in the Schiller disaster in 1875, 
but the firm name remained the same, his son 
Max going into it later. In 1885 Mr. Bartlett 
withdrew and the firm became Mohr, Zinkei- 
sen & Co, Last Februrary Max Zinkeisen re- 
tired from the firm, but the name was not 
changed. The partners then were Oscar Mohr 
and Gustav Holstein, who conducted the 
business up to the time of the failure. 

|The failure of the Milwaukee grain-house of 
Mohr & Zinkeisen attracted no particular at- 
tention in Chicago. They were distinctively com- 
mission men, and their correspondents in the 
trade here, Murry Nelson, 8. H 3 McCrea, Seckel 

Co., and one or two others, reported that there 
was next to nothing due Chicago merchants. } 

St. Paul., Minn., July 8.—[Special.)]—The 
failure of John Matheis, the carpet dealer, 
proves to bave been. more serious than at 
tirst supposed. The attachment for $5,000 by 
J. V. Farwell & Co, of Chicago was for only a 
small purtion of the indebtedness to that firm. 
It is now learned that Matheis owes the Chi- 
cago firm $14,000 and the German American 
Bank of St. Paul $42,000. The estate will pay 
not more than 25 cents on the dollar. 

Boston, Mass., July &—The Eastern cred- 
itors of Lyttle & Co., boot and shoe jobbers 
of Cincinnati, met today. The investigating 
committee reported that Mr. Lyttle offered 
to pay 50 cents on the dollar, as follows: 
Twenty cents as soon as the offer is accepted 
by all the creditors, 10 cents in thirty days, 10 
cents in sixty days, and 10 cents in the firm’s 
notes at eight months, these eight-month 
notes to be secured by a lien on the assets.

BADEN-POWELL 8TARTS FOR THE COAST. 


The British Bering Sea Commissioner Talks 
About His Mission. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 8. — [Special.] — Sir 
George Baden Powell, British Commissioner 
to Alaska, and his Secretary, Mr. Ashley 
Froude, have arrived here. Sir George and 
Dr. D. M. Dawson of the geological survey of 
Canada were appointed commissioners on be- 
half of the British government to inspect the 
Alaskan seal fisheriesto enable them to pre- 
pare facts and argumentson which the case of 
Great Britain will be submitted in the event 
of a board of arbitration being agreed upon. 
The commissioners left here today for 
Vancouver. ‘They are limited in their 
mission to an investigation of the condition 
of the Alaska fisheries, and their work is en- 
tirely preliminary to a representation of the 
whole question to a tribunal yet to be deter- 
mined upon, Sir George Baden-Powell said 
they would board the steamer Danube at Van- 
couver, which has been specially chartered for 
their service. 

“The admiralty had intended placing a 
man-of-war at our disposal,“ said Sir George, 
but the troubles in Chile have kept the Pa- 
cific squadron on the move, and it was deemed 
better that we should charter a vessel rather 
than take an ironclad away from more im- 
portant duties.“

RACINE PREACHERS AS POLICEMEN,

Messrs, 
Simonson, Percival, and Farmer were sum- 
moned. Mrs. Throup had agreed to swear out 
a complaint against the resort at which it was 
supposed her husband was lodging. It was 
after 12 o’clock last night when the four di- 
vines called at the court-house in search of 
the Sheriff to serve the warrant, but 
he was not in the city. They concluded to 
hunt up the City Marshal, who had authority 
to make the raid of the houses. It was 2 
o’ciock this morning when the Marshal, the 
four ministers, and four police officers 
marched down Main street. The preachers 
and policemen were stationed at the doors 
and windows while the Marshal arrested three 
girls that were in the house. The whole 
vutfit were taken to jail. Their trial came up 
at 90’clock this morning, and the ministers 
were on hand with red ¢yes, showing 
they were not used to doi police duty. The 
girls were each fined $10 and costs. The min- 
isters state that they intend to take this mat- 
ter in their own hands, and that in a short 
time there will not be a disreputable house in 
the city.

INDIANS STILL CELEBRATING, 


The Nebraska Braves Take a Week to Ob- 
serve Independence Day. 

Bancrort, Neb., July &.—([Special.]—The 
Winnebago and Omaha Indians are still cele- 
brating Fourth of July in grand style about 
ten miles north of the town.

After running 
several miles the pony and man were sur- 
rounded, when the rider drew his revolver and 
said he would shoot the first Indian that came 
near him. By this time several other white 
men had arrived with the Indian lice and 
demanded peace should be established at 
once. After considerable discussion over the 
event order was restored and all returned to 
the place of festivities.

REASSIGNMENT OF ARMY OFFICERS, 


Some of Those Who Have Been in St. 
Louis to Be Sent to Chicago.

INSPECTION OF IMMIGRANTS, 


Boston Attempts to Make a New Arrange- 
ment with the Treasury Department. 


Wasuixetor, B. C., July 8.—[Special. ]— 


Some time agothe Treasury Department gave 


notice that its arrangements with various 
State Boards for the inspection of immigrants 
would be abrogated. This was in accordance 
with an act of Congress which required that 
the Federal inspection hereafter be done by 
Federal officers. It affected State Boards at 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Boston, which 
had been performing the work at these 
ports for the General Government 
under contract. A committee from the 
State Board of Lunacy and Charities 
of Massachusetts had a hearing at the Treas- 
ury Department today in regard to the in- 
spection of immigrants arriving at the Port 
of Boston: The committee asked for a recon- 
sideration of this action and a continuance of 
the old system. Assistant Secretary Nettle- 
ton said that this was impossible under the 
law. He suggested, however, that the State 
Board of Massachusetts could render valuable 
assistance to the Federal authorities in the 
care and treatment of aliens pending 
and subsequent ‘to their inspection by 


‘the officers of the government, but that 


under the law the latter only could 
determine as to landing or return of the im- 
migrants. The board claims that its inspec- 
tion has been very thorough at Boston, prob- 
ably more so than at any-port in the United 
States. Its members are afraid that if their 
machinery be done away with the Federal 
Government inspection may not be so severe, 
A suggestion was made this afternoon that 
the asury Department give the boards of 
inspectors a nominal appoimtment as Federal 
officers, but to do this they will have to give 
up their places as State officers.

The position taken by 
the Chicago, Rock Island, and Pacific and the 
Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City at the 
meetings of the Western Passenger Association 
yesterday and the day before, refusing to voie 
upon any subject in which the Alton is inter- 
ested and also protesting against the redivision 
of percentage for expenses of the association, 
has brought most of the routes to the conclu- 
sion that the association will go to pieces 
unless peaceful relations are reéstablished 
with the Alton. The refusal of the Rock 
Island and the Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas 
City to submit to a recivision of percentages 
for expenses was virtually an announce- 
ment that they will net remain in the 
association unless the Aiton is rec 
ognized as a member. Alarm has been 
caused among the stockholders and directors 
of the Western roads on account of the danger 
of a dissolution of the association, which would 
briag about a serious war in Western passen- 
ger rates and cause great loss of revenue. Dis- 
patches were received yesterday from Eastern 
capitalists by the managers of several of the 
roads, urging them to adjust the trouble with 
the Alton, and thus prevent a serious break in 
‘stocks. That these dispatches had the desired 
effect is shown by the fact that during the day 
arrangements were perfected for a meeting of 
the General Managers of the various roads in 
the association Saturday at 10 a. m. to con- 
sider the sityation and effect a settlement if 
possible, Alton has not been requested 
to attend the meeting, but it no doubt will re- 
ceive an invitation to do so. General Manager 
rey me says he will attend if asked, as it is 
not Alton’s desire to cause trouble or bring 
on arate war. The Alton, he says, has no 
grievances against the roads in the associa- 
tion, but wishes to prevent the boycotting 
Eastern roads from a criti it of its fair 

roportion of the business. The feeling in 

estern railway circles is that Chairman Fin- 
ley's action in refusing to recognize the Alton 
as a member of association will be 
knocked out and the Alton be declared to be 
still a member of the association in good 
standing. It is quite probable that to prevent 
further trouble the roads in the association 
which have obeyed the order of the Eastern 
Board of Ruling not to ticket business over 
the Alton will repudiate that action and agree 
hereafter to interchange business with the Al- 
ton, as the Eastern lines have failed to afford 
them the protection that was promised. 

The meeting yesterday was a tame and un 
eventful one. Owing to the refusal of the 
Rock Island and one or two other roads to 
vote on any subjects in which the Alton is in- 
terested no definite action could be taken as 
— ey the proposed abolition of unlimited 
tickets on Grand Army rates to Detroit and 
other important subjects. 

The question of adopting a uniform con- 
tract on mileage tickets was deferred until 
the next merting for the report of a commit- 
tee. A report was submitted by a special com- 
mittee looking to a modification of the pres- 
ent rules in regard to certificate excursion bus- 
iness, action upon which was deferred until a 
future meeting. 0 

Rule 9, Sec. A, with regard to special coaches, 
sleeping or excursion cars, was referred to a 
committee at the previous meeting for amend- 
ment, so that where parties desire the exclu- 
sive use of first or second class cars, they 
should pay fifteen full first or second class 
fares, respectively. The rule was amended as 


Rule 8, Sec. A, with regard to special train 
rates, was amended so as to permit of running 
of special trains for excursion parties at ex- 
cursion rates.

OPPOSED BY COLORED VETERANS, 


They Do Not Want the Grand Army to 
Meet in Washington, 

Wasurnaton, D. C., July 5.—Some of the 
enterprising citizens of Washington are mak- 
ing preparations to secure the next annual 
gathering of the Grand Army of the Republic 
in this city, and have begun a movement for 
the construction of a hall m which 6,000 or 
7,000 persons can find sitting accommoda- 
tions. 

The Post today, in the same issue that prints 
ex-Senator Ingalls’ implied approval of the 
suppression of the black vote in the District 
of Columbia as the only way of obtaining an 
orderly and clean District government, prints 
a paragraph about an opposition on the part 
of colored men in Grand Army 
convention here. A few of the colored veter- 
ans, it says, are beginning to bestir thein- 
selves against the pro encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic in Wasbing- 
ton in 1892. 

George M. Arnold, a member of the Nation- 
al Soldiers’ League and of the Union Vet- 
erans’ Union, contends that the Republican 
party has held its conventions since its forma- 
tion in Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and Chicago 
because the moral sent:ment prevailed that 
the party could not afford ta go to a city in 
which its faithful allies, the colored people 
would be treated with disrespect. The Grand 
Army dare not, he thinks, do less than this. 
It dare not bring its next encampment to 
this city,” he says, when it is a fact that 
quite a number of those who signed the call 
to bring it here make boid to say that, in 
their places of business, no negro could or 
would be accommodated, and, two of the 
signers have made the public statement that 
they wished no negroes would ever again 
enter their stores. Weshall appeal to the 
moral sense, the loyal sense of the eminent 
men of the country, as well as the rank and 
file, nut to encamp here on these grounds and 
for other solid reasons which we will make 
good by correspondence between now and 
then, and in a public meeting in Detroit the 
first night of the encampment,” 

Mr. President Harrison will never have 
the pleasure of receiving the Grand Army in 
Washington,“ said 3 Boston, a colored 
contractor, last night, when asked about the 
opposition. He has shown himself not to be 
the friend of the colored people, and there is 
no reason why the colored people of the Grand 
Army should help to boost him for renomina- 
tion. We have no idea of allowing the en- 
campment to be held here, and already a hall 
has beensecured in Detroit, in which we 
shall hold meetings and fight every claim set 
forth by Washington. There are more than 
the colored Grand Army men opposed to this 
thing, and théy intend to fight it to the bitter 
end. If itis not already a political matter, it 
will be made one before it is over.”

HE WAS A NESTOR OF POLITICS. 


The Most Venerable Figure on Either Side 
in America. 

Boston Herald (Dem.): Hannibal Hamlin 
was, and for a decade before his death had 
been, the most venerable figure on either side 
in American politics. Born in the same year 
with Mr. Gladstune, and possessing, like the 
great English statesman, though in a less 
marvelous degree, a vital force which kept 
senility at bay, he was a link that bound the 
distant past with the throbbing present. 

Here was a man who counted his political 
contemporaries by generations, who had sat 
in the House of Representatives with John 
Quincy Adams and in the Senate with Daniel 
Webster and Edward Everett and John C. Cal- 
houn. While in the House he had presented 
the famous Wilmot proviso. in the tem- 
porary absence of the author of that 


memorable proposal. After he went ur to 
the Senate, where he preceded Seward and 
Chase, he had taken an active part in the 
great contest to prevent the extension of 
slavery, a contest which gave birth to the 
Free-Soil party. Of that historic struggle he 
could say: All this I saw, and much of itl 
was.’ — 4 

During a political career which covered a 
full half-century, and found its culmination in 
the Vice-Presidency, Mr. Hamlin so bore him- 
self that, though always a hard fighter and at 
most times a keen partisan, he won the esteem 
of his bitterest opponents, and he has left a 
name which will long be held in honor by the 
American ple. 

In 1856 Fremont was defeated because the 
right man was not nominated for Vice-Presi- 
dent. The convention of 1860 made no such 
mistake. No better man in all the country 
could have been selected, and the judgment 
and enthusiasm of that memorable conven- 
tion found its climax when Hannibal Hamlin 
was placed on the ticket with Mr. Lincoln.
